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BUSINESS SEASONABLE. 


Mill Business Is Growing Heavier, in Most Instances—Job- 
bers Are Also Having Larger Demands 
Made on Them. 





So far this month the weather has been a large factor 
in the trade situation. Because of its unseasonableness the 
consumption of paper is supposed to have suffered, although 
on this point nothing definite can be stated till the figures 
for the month are compiled. But apart from the facts, 
whatever they may prove to be, the general verdict is that 
the market is quiet for April, and among the reasons as- 
signed for its condition the weather naturally comes in for 
a large share of the blame. In the distributing trade the 
dealers say that there is an average volume of business 
being done, but that it is made up of comparatively small 
individual sales, the custom of buyers being to order only 
as needed. Besides restricting their purchases the con- 
sumers are loud in their assertions that prices will soon be 
lower. The general! lack of firmness in the present quota-. 
tions has influenced this opinion. In the disturbed condi- 
tion of the news market the buyers think they see further 
evidence of a general weakening in the various lines, as 
the situation in news is looked upon as a criterion for the 
other grades. But notwithstanding the impression that the 
market is weak there is no general lowering of quotations 
to warrant it. With the exception of news paper the vari- 
ous grades continue to sell for about the same prices that 
they did last month. Some concessions on book and the 
cheaper grades of manilas are reported, but as a rule prices 
remain about the same. Tissues, which lead the market 
in point of firmness, are difficult to get on quick delivery, 
as all the mills seem to be full of orders. In view of the 
new production now on the market the strength of tissues 
is somewhat remarkable. Box boards continue dull at the 
old low figures. Paper bags are in poor demand, as all the 
consumers stocked up before the recent advance and are 
not yet in the market again. 





Holyoke Mills Well Satisfied.

There is little change in business over last week. The 
mills are running on fairly good orders, but the cold, raw 
weather has seemed to be a factor in keeping the spring 
trade from opening up well. However, business is not bad 
and the mills are quite well satisfied with the condition of 
things as they are. 

All of the mills of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany are running and business is satisfactory with the com- 
pany. Some of the divisions have about all the business 
that they can handle. 

The Valley Paper Company reports business as satis- 
factory and is filling some very good orders. 

The Japanese Tissue Mills, just started up at South 
Hadley, are rushed to fill some orders held up by the 
burning of the old mill. 

Berkshire reports would indicate a very fair business 
among the mills in that section. It is not believed that any 
of the mills are overburdened with orders, but all of them 
are running full.

Philadelphia Trade Is Quiet. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PuiLapetpnia, April 18, 1905.—Business is jogging 
along in the same quiet way it has been for all April, 
with perhaps a little less doing this week than last, only 
because it is Holy Week, and the restraint in amusements, 
of course, makes business quieter. But both manufactur- 
ers and jobbers are firm in the opinion that after Easter 
there will be a very large amount of business doing and 
it will continue throughout the year. 

Conditions among the various lines have changed little 
during the past week. News is plentiful in supply, scarce 
in orders and the price is weak. Book papers are meet- 
ing with increased sale and the price is steady. In wrap- 
pings and tissues it is firm. Building papers are selling 
very heavily now, but at a price which yields little or no 
profit, for the manufacturers are still continuing their price 
cutting warfare, and it is not believed they will stop until 
the spring season is over.

Boston Jobbers Are Busier,

Trade conditions during the past week were like unto 
those of previous weeks, although the movement of paper 
from jobbers’ hands at the present time is more active in 
some grades than in others. When called upon to define 
the status of business jobbers say “Business is fairly good,” 
but they do not emphasize “good” very strongly. The 
printing trade is said to be very good just at present, so 


that the demand for all lines of print paper is being well . 


maintained. In coated and glazed papers, cardboard, &c., 
trade is quite heavy, some of the city jobbers making a 


specialty of these lines claiming to be crowded to the limit 
on orders. There is a very good call for tissues, jobbers 
saying that they find it difficult to get orders filled. When 
this statement was repeated to a visiting manufacturer of 
tissue papers, that gentleman said, “There is plenty of 
tissue, but the trouble is your dealer won’t pay the price, 
and so he is having trouble to place his orders.” And there 
may be some little truth in that explanation. With manu- 
facturers of manilas new business is reported to be a little 
quiet—a temporary lull they say. While the tone of the 
manila paper market is reported to be a little weak, one of 
the leading manufacturers of New England claims that 
his company is not shading quoted prices. Buyers are 
evidently trying to get lower prices, while manufacturers, 
as a rule, are not inclined to yield to such solicitations.

Miami Valley Conditions Improved,

Dayton, Ohio, April 17, 1905.—Tradesmen view the 
business situation optimistically, as well as philosophically, 
and are inclined to look for better times in the im- 
mediate future. Trade conditions are improved over those 
of last week, a fact which gives much satisfaction, as the 
outlook was not the most pleasant. The demand for 
the better grades has improved considerably, and the prices 
on the same are a shade easier. The cheaper qualities are 
still proving the more profitable to manufacturers and deal- 
ers,a condition which does not always exist. The weather 
has been most unseasonable, and this feature retards the 
mercantile business, with the result that wrappings are not 
in as heavy demand as ordinarily during the spring months, 
and the weather which prevailed in March was decidedly 
springlike, while that of the past week was a reminder 
of midwinter, with frequent snow flurries and Boreas’ 
blasts. “This sort of business may not be to the liking of 
some,” remarked a well known member of the trade to- 
day,” but it is teaching some of us smart fellows a lesson. 
After a while we'll all get together and devise ways of 
keeping up prices to meet certain situations, particularly 
when it is costing us more to manufacture paper than it 
has for a long time. The demand is good enough, and 
there are plenty of orders. The market this week was not 
so conservative. The situation seems to be improving 
somewhat.”

Petition of Sulphite Pulp Maker Granted. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

‘VAsHinoToN, D. C., April 17, 1905.—In the case of ex 
te Wimmer, being a petition from the refusal of the 
miner to act on an amendment filed after the first re- 
hon of the claims originally submitted in an application 
r a patent on a sulphite pulp making system, the Com- 
ssioner of Patents has granted the petition. The exam- 
er was of the opinion that the applicant had not taken 
h action as the conditions of the case required, and he 
‘used for this reason to give consideration to the claims 
amended. The records show that the application as 
riginally presented contained four claims. All these 
‘aims were rejected by the examiner. The applicant, 
Wimmer, responded by filing an amendment canceling two 


claims, amending the two remaining claims, and inserting 
for the first time a new claim. The applicant did not ac- 
company this amendment with a statement of reasons why 
the amendment avoided the previous objection. The ex- 
aminer called Wimmer's attention to this fact and the lat- 
ter responded by filing an argument setting forth quite 
fully his reasons for believing that the amendment war- 
ranted a favorable consideration of the claims. 

As Wimmer has not oniy amended the claims which 
were under rejection, but has submitted reasons why, in his 
opinion, the amended claims should be allowed, the Com- 
missioner of Patents believed him entitled to further con- 
sideration and therefore granted his petition. FE 


Paper and Stationery in Ottoman Empire. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., April 18, 1905.—According to ad- 
vices from the Ottoman Empire, the official statistics afford 
no information as to the importation of paper and office 
materials into Constantinople, but according to figures 
gathered by one of the chambers of commerce there the 
imports during 1903 were about as follows: 

Writing paper, 1,008,634 kilograms; ink, 79,105 kilo- 
grams; note paper in boxes, envelopes and pens, 60,734 
kilograms; ledgers, 38,428 kilograms, and school materials, 
9.931 kilograms. 

Imitation parchment is generally used for commercial 
purposes, and this comes chiefly from Germany, a certain 
amount from Austria, and a small quantity of the better 
kind from France. The high class paper used in the Gov- 
ernment offices is imported exclusively from the United 
Kingdom. Fancy note paper in boxes comes mainly from 
France and Germany. ‘Typewriting paper, which formerly 
came entirely from the United States, is now imported 
from France, which country is selling this kind of paper 
50 per cent. cheaper than the American article. About a 
thousand reams of blotting are imported annually, Austria 
and France sending the major portion, with a small quan- 
tity now and then from Great Britain. i Be Be 





That Paper Mill for Watab, Minn. 


A large paper mill is to be moved from Grand Rapids, 
Wis., to Watab, Minn., in order to save freight rates on 
lumber, which have begun to eat into the profits of the 
Arthur E. Morgan, a civil engineer, of St. 
Cloud, was at the Merchants last night, says the St. Paul 
Globe, having come to consult with a firm of St. Paul at- 
torneys regarding the plan to secure permission from the 
War Department of the Federal Government to construct 
a dam across the Mississippi River for power. 

The new mill will mean an outlay of about $300,000, of 
which $100,000 will be for the dam, and the remainder for 
the mill machinery. The old company had a charter which 
expires April 23, and the new company at Watab must 
begin work before that time to keep the charter. 

“The spruce timber used in making the paper comes 
from Northern Minnesota,” said Mr. Morgan. “By having 
the mill at Watab the company can save one-third of the 
cost of the raw material on the freight rates alone. The 
timber can be floated down the river instead of being sent 
by railroad.” 

The new plant at Watab, which is 6 miles from St. 
Cloud, will have a 10,000 horse power if the plans of the 
engineer work out. Mr. Morgan is the engineer who laid 
out the site of the new mill. He has faith that sufficient 
power will be developed to care for all the output. 

There will be a shortage in spruce timber, says Mr. 
Morgan, if something is not done in a few years to regu- 
late the supply. In New York State the finest hemlock is 
being used to make paper, and it brings more for this 
purpose than for lumber. The German system of caring 
for forests must be put into operation in this country in 
the future, says Mr. Morgan.

Large Water Wheel Contract.

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REMINISCENCES OF A PAPER MAKER 


Device Recently Described in The Paper Trade Journal— 
Necessity of Keeping Top Felt Dirty—A Method 
of Cutting Paper. 


It must not be imagined that with the arrangement of 
felts and presses spoken of in my last we had no bother 
whatever; on the contrary, there were a number of little 
things which caused us considerable trouble. Perhaps the 
greatest of these was the disposition on the part of the 
machine tenders to look upon it as a fool headed scheme 
introduced by a smart Aleck from the East, who pretended 
to be able to show them things about paper making of 
which they knew nothing. They were essentially one idea 
men; men whose paper making had all been done in that 
one mill and upon one class of paper. They were probably 
making paper when I was engaged in covering it all over 
with pencil marks at school, and therefore it must be the 
height of folly on my part to imagine that I could show 
them anything new. 

In a manner they were right; as far as straw paper was 
concerned, they could show me things of which I had never 
dreamed ; but when it came to tissue paper, they were fully 
as ignorant as I was in regard to straw. 

My first difficulty came when I attempted to show them 
the necessity of keeping the top felt dirty and the bottom 
one clean. They would keep the bottom clean all right 
enough, for that was good paper making practice, and 
they well knew the invariable result of doing otherwise. 
But to keep a felt dirty on purpose! The man must be 
crazy! It was against all paper making principles, and 
they would have none of it. It was in vain that I explained 
to them again and again that as long as they did keep it so 
just that long would the web stick to the top felt and fol- 
low it around through the third press; but that the moment 
that it was allowed to become clean enough, the web would 
stop sticking to it, and being attracted to the bottom felt 
by the suction of the water through it, the web would stick 
to that bottom felt and follow it around to the felt rolls, 
wind around them and cause any amount of trouble until 
the top felt became dirty enough to pick it up once more. 

As first arranged I had a shower pipe and suction box 
on the top felt, so that when the felt became too dirty the 
machine tender could open a valve slightly and turn just 
the amount of water that the box would suck out. In this

way we could clean the felt while running and still have a 
dry felt to pass through the presses. This shower pipe I 
was obliged to dispense with temporarily, as they would 
persist in washing the felt until it was too clean. When 
it bothered them a trifle, instead of taking a wire brush 
and scratching it to raise the nap they would turn on the 
water. 

As a matter of fact, they were prejudiced against the 
arrangement because it was different from anything that 
they had ever seen, and as they had never worked on tissue 
they were unaware of the benefit to be obtained from it. 
It was some time before I learned just where the trouble 
was; but when I did learn, through a chance remark, that 
neither of them had ever seen a tissue machine in opera- 
tion, I seized the first opportunity to visit with them such a 
mill situated about 50 miles away. 

Fortunately for me we had chosen an opportune time 
for our visit. Whatever the cause may have been they 
were having “blood for fair.” The machine room was cov- 
ered from one end to the other with wet and dry broken, 
the machine tender was prancing around like a madman, 
while the backtender chased “tail ends.” 


I did not say much myself, but I was very careful to 
allow both my men ample time to talk matters over with 
the machine tender, as he was in just the mood to show 
up the worst points in running tissue. 


The men were rather quiet on the way home, but I could 
see that they were pondering deeply on the question. With 
our arrangement it made very little difference in the run- 
ning whether the stuff was long or short; if it was short 
enough to pass through the screens it would run over the 
machine all right; whereas with them, if the stuff was long 
they could not get enough suction to properly form the 
web, and if it was too short thera was trouble, causing 
breaks either way. The object lesson was sufficient; when 
their eyes were opened the men could plainly see that we 
did not average within 75 per cent. as many breaks as the 
other mill, and that it was for their own interest to make it 
a success. 

At first glance it would seem that when drawing the first 
press by means of the felts alone the wear and tear on 
those felts would be excessive; but second thought will 
show that it is the usual custom to draw the cylinder, 
couch and felt rolls by means of one felt alone, and that 
when the work is divided between two felts, as in this 
case, the aggregate tension is not greatly in excess of the 





other style, especially when a slip belt is provided to take 
care of the greater part of the load. 

To show that this arrangement was not destructive to 
the felts I copy from my note book one or two items: 

June 3—Special tissue felt No. 1,427. Bottom felt. Put 
on by Kelly. 

June 13—Special tissue felt No. 1,427. Taken off as bot- 
tom felt for use on top. Actual running time to date, 195 
hours (eight days, three hours). 

July 15—Special tissue felt No. 1,427. Taken off. Ac- 
tual running time as top felt, 629 hours (twenty-six days, 
five hours). Total running time, thirty-three days, eight 
hours. 

This was not an isolated case, but will average well with 
the others. Of course, we were not running at the rate of 
250 or 300 feet per minute, as are some of the tissue mills 
of the present day, yet we averaged 175 feet per minute, 
and that was considered doing fairly well for that period, 
and I am quite sure that no tissue mill of today is securing 
anywhere near that amount of service from its felts. 


As we became more accustomed to it, we found that it 
was better to clean the top felt with hot steam than with 
cold water, that a small weight on the third press would 
sometimes give better results than none at all, and that the 
less weight that we were obliged to run on the second 
press just that much longer in proportion would the top 
felt run without filling up enough to call for being cleaned. 


Some of the stuff that we ran on that machine would 
bring the teardrops to the eyes of a high grade paper 
maker. All my employers wanted was a sheet which they 
could sell at rock bottom prices, and they got it. No. 2 
and No. 3 manilas, second quality ground wood, and some- 
times even old print papers—everything went for filling, 
while for hard stock we used anything from No. 2 or No. 
3 gunny sacking to old paper flour sacking. Two or three 
times we ran short of hard stock and had recourse to com- 
mon mixed rags; but in spite of everything—poor stock, 
insufficient or over hurried beating, long or short stuff, or 
any other reason—we never had within 75 per cent. as 
many breaks on that machine as on any other tissue ma- 
chine that I ever saw; and I fully believe that for the 
grade of paper which I have been describing the principle 
of this arrangement is correct, although a number of de- 
tails might be improved upon. 

The problem next in importance after making the paper

Strike at Diamond’s Millburn Plant.

The mill has been operating full time for a long 
time. The men say about twelve years ago wages were 
cut 10 per cent., with the understanding that when times 
grew better they would be raised.

In work it is in many ways an ideal fibre, and whereas it 
was despised for years after its introduction, there are now 
few mills in which it does not play an important and 
vital part. In order to be its successor the new fibre or 
the old fibre under new treatment must possess in a greater 
degree all the advantages of wood, and even then it will 
make comparatively slow progress in coming into general 
use. 

Bagasse has been tried and will be tried again. Up to 
date the commercial success attending its use has been 
small, but with a better and more scientific working of 
this stock it is not only capable of producing excellent re- 
sults in white paper, but it is expected that the financial 
returns from a mill converting it into paper will be satis- 
factory. It has some desirable qualities that are not pos- 
sessed by wood, and these very features may give it a last- 
ing hold in the paper making line. 

Flax straw and cottonseed hulls have both had expended 
on them much thought and time and money. Some people 
are now using the latter successiully, but they are in the 
minority. The news from Niagara Falls, N. Y., this week 
tells of the collapse of a company that promised great 
things in the way of making papers makers’ pulps from 
these stocks, and while some good pulps were produced, the 
venture has only resulted in financial disaster. 

Meantime the investigators are at work. They are seek- 
ing to add to our knowledge of wood as a paper maker's 
fibre, and to our ability to use that fibre to the greatest 


advantage. 


The Harmsworth Proposition. 


There has been organized in London the Associated 
Newspapers, Limited, to which the public has been asked 
to subscribe. This company, of which the capital stock is 
£1,600,000, will take over the various publications owned by 
Sir Alfred Harmsworth, including good will, the value 
of which is placed at £1,077,325. 

This offering of shares in a publishing company, issu- 
ing, among other papers, a large daily, is somewhat of a 
new departure and is of interest to the American paper 
and publishing lines, not only because of this but especi- 
ally because the Harmsworth interests are also invested 
in a paper and pulp mill project on this side of the water. 

In the matter of the publishing business, the literary and 
political control of the papers are vested in Sir Alfred 
Harmsworth during his life, and shareholders will have 
no voice in the management, nor will they even be al- 
lowed to attend or vote at shareholders’ meetings, unless 
at the date of summoning the meeting the dividend shall 
be in arrears for three months. Evidently all the public 
will be permitted to do is to buy the shares offered, 


which perhaps under some conditions might not be a 


misfortune. It will be interesting to note how the in- 


vesting and speculating public view the matter and how 
they respond to the invitation, and just what effect their 
acceptance or declination of it will have on the mill propo- 


sition. 


Grading Old Papers. 

As has been already noted in THe PAPER TRADE Jour- 
NAL, the New York Paper Stock Dealers’ Association is 
now considering the plan of fixing the various grades of 
old papers. This is a work that is of decided importance, 
and for which there is a pressing need. Grades have de- 
generated, and under the pressure of keen competition and 
the pressure of low prices, dividing lines in many instances 
have been lost sight of, until now it is ofttimes difficult to 


recognize standards. To re-establish these standards is the 


work that the association has in hand, and in which it 
should have the hearty and substantial co-operation of 


every paper manufacturer. It is a work that is needed. 


It is work the results of which will go very far toward 
eliminating many disputes and rendering easy of settle- 
ment those which may arise over the question of quality. 
When the association has completed its labors as to 
the grading of old papers, it will add to the obligations 
under which both sellers and buyers will rest if it will do 


the same for the rag stock line. There is in that line 


the same necessity for work and as large an oppo-tunity 
for reform as in old papers. 


In answering a question certified by the United States 
Court of Appeals jor the Sixth Circuit, in the case of 
Keppel, trustee, against the Tiffin Savings Bank, the 
Supreme Court of the United States, by a bench divided 
5 to 4, laid down a new principle in bankruptcy proceed- 
ings that is of the greatest importance to business men 
generally. This was that a creditor who has received a 
merely voidable preference, and who has in good faith 
retained such preference until deprived thereof by the 
judgment of a court upon a suit of the trustee, might 
thereafter prove the debt so voidably preferred. It could 
not be presumed, said Justice White, who delivered the 
court’s opinion, that Congress, when it enacted the sur- 
render clause in the present bankruptcy act, could have 
contemplated that the clause should be construed as in- 
flicting a penalty upon creditors coming within the scope 
of the enlarged preferences ofthe act of 1898, thereby en- 
tailing an unjust and unprecedented result. Justices Har- 
lan, Brewer, Brown and Day dissented, and the last named 
in his opinion said that the bankruptcy law contemplated 
that a secured creditor who held a security voidable under 
the law must make his choice while he yet has something to 
give for the privilege of being placed in the class who 
should share in the equal distribution of an estate. To 
permit him to prove his claim as a general creditor would 
tend to defeat the purpose of the act and encourage the 
very thing the surrender clause was intended to promote— 
a prompt and inexpensive distribution of the estate of the 
debtor.

Exzert HeNry ScRANTOM. 

Rocuester, N. Y., April 17, 1905.—Elbert Henry 
Scrantom, one of Rochester’s prominent business men, of 
the firm of Scrantom & Wetmore, stationers, booksellers 
and publishers, died April 13, at his residence, No. 23 
Argyle street. He had been ill for about a year. 

Ninety-two years ago Mr. Scrantom’s great-grandfather 
came to Rochester as one of its first settlers. He was 
the builder of the historic log cabin that stood on the site 
now occupied by the Powers Building. The decedent was 
born on June 23, 1838. He was the son of Elbert Scran- 


tom. The latter was the owner of a mill in South Water 
street. At one time he filled the office of the city treas- 
urer, Henry Scrantom received his education at the East 


Henrietta High Sehool, at the time a leading institution 
of this vicinity. In later years he often told of walking 
all the way to Rochester after school on Friday after- 
noons. 

Mr. Scrantom gained his first experience in the book 
business in the store of D. W. Dewey. Later he was 


connected with the firm of Steel & Avery. In 1864 he 
went to Memphis, Tenn., where for three years he was 
associated with the Blelock Book Company. Soon after 
returning to the North he engaged in partnership with 
Lansing G. Wetmore, under the firm name of Scrantom 
& Wetmore. He remained at the head of this company 
through the rest of his life—a period of thirty-six years. 
The business was first carried on in the Exchange Place 
Building, then in the Ellwanger & Barry Building, and 
later in the present location, the Powers Building. Early 
in the firm’s career Albert C. Walker became a third 
partner. 

Besides his widow, Mr. Scrantom leaves one brother,

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Paper Machine, Invented by Knight E. Rogers, of South 
Manchester, Conn.—The Inventor’s 
Statements as to It.

Knight E. Rogers, of South Manchester, Conn., has been 
granted patent No. 786,996°on a paper machine. 

Fig. 1 represents a paper making machine in which the 
fibres of the pulp embodying the invention are shown in 
one good form. Fig. 1* shows a novel suction box with 
deckles applied thereto to control the width of the pulp web 
and of the paper; and Fig. 2 represents a machine embody- 
ing the invention, the endless wire belt or gauze and the 
felt or apron being somewhat differently arranged one with 
relation to the other. 

The vat 1, Fig. 1, receives in usual manner thin liquid 
pulp composed of water and fibres of any consistency. 
There is located in the vat a non-rotative suction box 2, 
having perforations 5, through which the water containing 
the pulp in suspension is sucked, the box being extended 
into the pulp in the vat and being provided with an outlet 
3, leading to any usual box exhausting means or means for 
creating a vacuum in the box—such, for instance, as a 
suction pump. The suction box has a valve 4, that may be 
adjusted to admit more or less air to the box for regulating 
the intensity of the vacuum and the effective force thereof 


box less rapidly as the valve 4 is opened, so that it will be 
understood that the rapidity with which the fibres in the 
pulp may be deposited upon the wire belt depends in one 
form of the invention upon the opening or closing of the 
valve 4, thicker pulp being formed when the valve is closed, 
the pulp web being made thinner as the valve is opened. 
It will also be understood that the speed of operation of 
the means for forming the vacuum or sucking the water in 
the pulp through the wire belt and the suction box may be 
increased as it is desired to increase the thickness of the 
mass of pulp being deposited upon the wire belt. 
Referring to Fig. 2, the vat marked 22 is provided with 
a suction box 21, having an outlet 3, corresponding with 
the outlet referred to wiih relation to the suction box 2. 
The wire belt 20 (shown by dotted lines) is represented as 
entering the vat containing the pulp at or near one end, 
where it is led under a guide roll 30 and thence across the 
perforated face of the suction box in a direction substan- 
tially parallel to said face, the belt passing between a couch- 
ing roll 23 and an opposed guide roll 26 and thence over a 
series of smaller guide rolls 26* 27 about a tension roll 28, 
thence over a guide roll 28*, back to and over a squeeze 
roll 29 and into the box to the guide roll 30. The wire 
belt 20, Fig. 2, has coacting with it an endless felt or apron, 
and said apron and wire belt derive their movement from 
a worm gear and shaft, and the lower press roll may be 
rotated at any desired speed, as provided for with relation 
to Fig. 1. The vat 22 has agitators, and the felt is shown

in depositing the tibres of the pulp more or less rapidly 
upon the endless belt or wire, to be described, as the latter 
is moved over the perforations in the suction box. 

The vat contains a roll 6, located near the end of the 
suction box, where the same is immersed in the pulp in the 
vat, which roll supports and guides the wire belt 7, which 
is fed upwardly through the pulp over a guide roll 8, 
located outside the vat, the line of movement of said wire 
belt being substantially parallel with the perforated face of 
the suction box. From the guide roll 8 the wire belt passes 
between a series of squeeze rolls 9 and press rolls 10 and 
is turned around the upper press roll and fed over a guide 
roll 11 and a tension roll 12, thence over guide rolls 13 
and 13* into the vat and to the roller 6, the starting point. 

The machine is provided with a felt or apron 14, which 
coacts with the wire belt in carrying the pulp web from 
the guide roll 8 between the squeeze rolls 9 and press rolls 
10, said felt or apron being fed downwardly from the lower 
press roll about suitable guide rolls 15, a tension roll 16, 
between squeeze rolls 17 and over a guide roll 17* to the 
guide roll 8, thus making a continuous felt or apron. The 
press rolls 10 in Fig. 1 are employed to drive the endless 
wire belt and the endless felt or apron, the lowermost press 
roll having a worm toothed gear b, which is engaged by a 
worm gear b’ on a shaft b*, that may be rotated at any 
desired speed from any usual source to thus provide for 
running the belt and felt or apron slower or faster in ac- 
cordance with the thickness of the pulp web it is desired 
to have deposited upon the wire belt as the same is being 
moved upwardly out of the pulp in the pulp vat. 

The formed paper 18 is represented as'fed from between 
the press rolls under and about usual drying rolls. The 
vat 1 has agitators a, that are rotated in any usual way to 
keep the thin pulp in cirgqulatibn and the fibres therein float- 
ing, so as to be readily deposited upon the wire belt as a 
more or less perfect vacuum is formed in the suction box. 
The suction apparatus draws the water from the pulp 
through the wire belt and the perforations in the suction 


as being adapted to be cleaned by a whipper c, and the wire 
belt is represented as being cleansed by a stream of water 
ejected from a suitable nozzle. 

From the foregoing it will be understood that the thick- 
ness of the pulp web can be regulated by the amount of 
vacuum in the suction box controlled either through the 
speed of the exhausting means or the manipulation of the 
valve connected therewith and also by regulating the sur- 
face speed of the belt with relation to the perforated face 
of the suction box, over which the wire belt is moved. The 
pulp sheet is formed of fibres sucked from the liquid pulp 
directly upon the wire belt, and as the fibres in the pulp 
are extended in every direction owing to the pulp being 
kept in agitation it consequently follows that the fibres are 
crossed and interlaced and piled one on the other for the 
thickness desired for the web of paper to be made, and 
consequently the web is homogeneous or uniform through- 
out, as distinguished from a web composed of a plurality 
of independent sheets or plies of paper superimposed one 
on the other and subjected to pressure. 

“I believe I am the first,” says the inventor, “to employ 
in a pulp vat a non-rotative suction box having co-operat- 
ing therewith an endless wire belt or gauze upon which 
the fibres of the pulp are deposited as a pulp web, said web 
being thereafter taken away from the endless wire belt by 
a felt or apron coacting with said wire belt, and conse- 
quently I desire to claim these features broadly and to in- 
clude as within the scope of my invention any construction 
that will come within the claims hereinafter following. 

“The width of the pulp web, and consequently of the 
sheet of paper, may be regulated by attaching deckle plates 
45 to the suction box at the sides of the perforated portion 
of the box (see Fig. 1*), the plates being shown as held in 
position by screws 46, the dotted lines showing the endless 
wire belt or gauze. It will be understood that the suction 
box .is movably sustained in any suitable manner within 
the pulp vat. 

“Instead of applying, as above stated, one layer of pulp 


on another layer until the paper is of the thickness desired, 
I determine the thickness of the paper by depositing the 
same as a single web of the required thickness, and in 
doing this the inclination of the face of the suction box 
over which the endless wire gauze belt is moved is of very 
decided importance for the reason that the part of the 
wiré gauze belt first to receive the pulp is immersed deeper 
in the stuff or liquid pulp in the vat than if the face of the 
suction box occupied a position in a horizontal plane, and 
consequently the vacuum or suction in the box is enabled 
to start toward the belt a greater amount of fibre held in 
suspension in the liquid pulp than as though the depth of 
the stuff or liquid pulp were less than shown. Hence the 
inclination of the suction box becomes a matter of great 
importance.” 


Brimstone lower. 


Both the American and Sicilian producers of brimstone 
have made a reduction in the price of the several grades 
of the crude material, says the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter, but it has had no effect on the demand, which has 
been steadily increasing, the consumption in Europe and 
in this country showing steady growth. But for the pro- 
duction in Louisiana it is probable that the supply would 
prove inadequate and prices would doubtless advance. 
During the eight months of the fiscal year from July 1, 
1904, to March 31, 1905, the shipments of Sicilian brim- 
stone to European countries showed an increase of over 
22,0c0 tons over the shipments during the corresponding 
period of the year preceding, while the shipments to the 
United States showed a falling off of about 48,000 tons. 
The consumption in this country shows an even greater 
growth and it has become necessary for the Louisiana 
producers to greatly increase the production to supply the 
home demand. It is probable, however, that having 
doubled the capacity of the plant in Louisiana, the pro- 
ducers will be able to increase their shipments to Europe, 
where the American brimstone has found much favor by 
reason of its greater degree of purity. What effect this 
may have on the markets of the world is uncertain, as 
European requirements are increasing and the stocks in 
possession of the Anglo-Sicilian Company have decreased 
steadily of late. As the production here can be increased 
almost indefinitely,and has for some time been sufficient to 
supply the entire requirement of this country, it is ex- 
pected that American brimstone will become an im- 
portant factor in the European markets as affecting the 
demand and prices for the product from Sicily. The Sicil- 
ian producers, however, do not regard the expected ex- 
ports from this country with apprehension, their belief 
being that the American producers will be unable to suc- 
cessfully compete with the Sicilian product on account 
of difference in freight, and, as they claim, the higher 
cost of production by the American method of mining. 
Here the opinion appears to prevail that active compe- 
tition abroad will result in a cutting of prices, though the 
producers claim such a course will not be resorted to.

Carthage Water Rights. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 18, 1905.—The action brought 
some time ago by the Carthage Tissue Company, Ryther 
& Pringle and others, against the village of Carthage, to 
determine the rights of the several users of water power 
on Black River in that village, was argued and sub- 
mitted before Hon. Milton H. Merwin, of Utica, last week. 
The village of Carthage gets its water supply from Black 
River, and is a user of power at its pumping station, which, 
it is claimed, infringes on the rights of other power own- 
ers. The Carthage Tissue Company began the action to 
determine what rights it had on Black River, and other 
power owners were brought in as parties interested. An 
exhaustive search of titles to the various powers in use 
has been made, but it will take Judge Merwin some time 
to determine the case. The Carthage Tissue Company is 
represented in the action by Brown, Carlisle & Hugo, of 

this city, and the village of Carthage by Kilby & Norris.

The cheaper grades of Wrappings are weak, as 
a number of the mills that have been making hangings 
have now gone back again to Manilas. The large surplus 
of Side Runs that is being offered in the market has helped 
to weaken the cheaper grades of Manilas. Book papers are 
in moderate demand at about the old prices.

Vancouver, B. C., April 14, 1905.—Actual construction 
of the pulp mill to be installed at Swanson Bay, Northern 
British Columbia, by the Oriental Power and Pulp Com- 
pany, will probably be commenced about the middle of 
May. A statement to that effect was made this morning 
by J. M. Mackinnon, managing agent at Vancouver for the 
English stockholders in the enterprise. A large amount 
of preliminary work in the development of the pulp indus- 
try to be established at Swanson Bay by the company has 
already been done. All the surveys have already been 
made and everything is about in readiness for the building 
of the big mill and accessory buildings. The mili is de- 
signed for a capacity of 100 tons of paper per day, but at 
the start the output will be limited to 50 tons.
